.LOST TREASURIES. 

Millions Lying in Hie i><|>llis of 
Hie Oceans, 

The list of treasure lost in the sea 
would, indeed, bo along and melancho- 
ly one; instancing for example, the 
Madagascar, from Australia, which, in 
the early days of the gold fever there, 
having on board tho precious yellow 
dust in enormous quantity, was never 
heard of and left nut even the faintest 
clue to speculation as to her fate. And 
in later years the Thunder steamer, 
from Calcutta to China, with some 
i'300,000 worth of silver, destined 
never to reach the expectant consignees, 
was supposed to bo lying abandoned 
among the awful sand-banks at the 
mouth of the Hooghly, but, in spite of 
many rumors, never to be seen there. 
These are instances, out of many, of 
treasures never heard of. The wreck of 
the Rayal Charier steamer from Austra- 
lia, lost in a frightful gale on the An- 
glesea coast in October, 1859, with 
some 1*800,000 of gold on board, will 
doubtless occur to tho reader's mind, 
coupled as it was with such a lamenta 
bio loss of life. In this case, happily, a 
great deal of treasure was recovered 
subsequently, but there is still a for- 
tune left at Moelfra for the fortunate 
being who can find it. In old days V r i- 
go bay had always an attractive sound 
to treasure seekers, from the reported 
wealth on board the Spanish fleet de- 
stroyed there by Sir G. llooke in 1702; 
but the infinite pains, money and pati- 
ence expended over its recovery liuvt- 
been thrown away, thesilver (even if it 
is there, which is somewhat doubtful) 
obstinately refusing to make a reap 
pearonce to the world.

The fdstest'sea-going war vessel is 
the new Chilian ' 'cruiser Esmeralda, 
that recently obtained the mean speed 
of eighthon and one-quarter knots per 
hour on a Kea trial. Tho Uritish cruis- 
er Isis, hitherto the fastest man-of-war, 
has a maximum speed of eightoen 
knots per hour; she is, however, un- 
arinored and comparatively lightly 
armed. The Esmeralda may bo descri- 
bed its a caseniated monitor with high 
freeboard and every essential to make 
her seaworthy for any voyage. She 
carries ten-inch, twenty-five ton,breccu- 
loadiiig, very Jong range bow and stern 
guns that sweep through more than 
l80°of tho horizon, protected with 
steel shields and capable of penetrat- 
ing eleven inches of iron armor. Bo- 
sides these she carries 011 each broud- 
sido three sixr-inch breech-loading rifles, 
capable of penetrating eleven of iron 
armor. These powerful guns aro work- 
ed by the most perfect system of labor- 
saving hydraulic machinery yet dovia- 
ed. The Esmeralda carries, in addition 
to the above, Hotckiss' revolving can- 
non, Gardiner and Gatling repeating 
truns mounted in every available place, 
even in her tops (mastheads), all pro- 
tected with steel shields. These latter 
weapons are mainly for defense against 
torpedo boats. The striking features 
of the Esmeralda are her moderate 
size, her comparatively light armor, 
her small draft of water, lier high spoed, 
and her powerful armament.

3 , ro lloii and tho country becomes 
aottlod up through the operation of a wise 
Bystein of colonization and development, 
nnd when tho existing financial fright at 
tho east shall have boon succoedud by a 
period of restored confidence and prosper- 
ity the present talk about tho Canadian 
Pacific not paying for its axlegrease will 
bo regarded as the, emanation of disord- 
ered minds. But so far its reflections on 
tho eastern trade are concerned wo agree 
with tho Sun. The importance of that 
trade, as has been shown by articles re 
produced from the San Francisco Bulle- 
tin and London Times, has been egrogi- 
ously overestimated. The demand Eor 
goods from the Orient is confined almost 
ontirely to tho country lying west of tho 
mountains; and if the Ohinesa restriction 
acts arc enforced it will rapidly decrease. 
California" imported §20,000,000 worth of 
Chinese and Japanese goods last year. 
Bnt what was the value of all the goods of 
that description that were taken east of 
the Rocky mountains? California con- 
tains 1 '-'0,000 Chinamen by actual census, 
or just five times more than all the rest of 
tho United States, except Oregon, put to 
gethor. Oregon ban .*!<), 000 Chinamen, who 
draw nearly all the oriental goods thai 
they consume from San Francisco. Here, 
then, is a total of 150,000 Chinese to con- 
sume the bulk of tho $20,000,000 im 
ports. Allowing at the rate of $100 a 
year to each Chinaman, there remains 
but §5,000,000 worth to go east of the 
mountains; but any man whose land spec- 
ulations have not made him stone blind 
to facts will venture the assertion that the 
enjoyment of traffic arising froma fourth of 
that §5,000,000 worth of goods will cause 
tho shareholders of tho Canadian Pacific 
to wax rich or build up a great city any- 
where) on either island or mainland. The 
sea farm of tho British Pacific and the 
country lying between "Victoria and Ciu- 
gary are worth — when climate and capa- 
bilities aro considered — all tho rest of the 
Dominion put together. Iu course of 
time the opening up of the resources of 
the provinces through which the Cana- 
dian Pacilic will run will create trallic for 
the road; but Europe and tho Eastern 
States will continue to draw their Oriental 
supplies through the Suez canal and 
around Capo Horn, because of tho com- 
parative choapnesa of those routes. If 
the trado is over diverted from those 
channeln it will bo when tho feasibility of 
the Hudson Bay navigation has boon de- 
monstrated, and Air. Hudson'B electrical 
ureuiua, nun mc unnzroim ininliug «■» 
the railway it is not proposed to deal to- 
day; but this much may be said, that the 
condition of the road is not nearly so 
dosperato as the Sun would havo people 
believe. But should the most dismal 
prognostigations bo verified the road 
would fall into the hands of tho govern- 
ment which, in itself, might prove a 
blessing rather than a curse. 



THE DISPUTED TREASURE. 

In yesterday's issue our osteomod morn- 
ing contemporary returns to tho subject 
of tho conflicting claims of tliu Dominion 
and provincial governments to tho min- 
erals within the railway belt, and without 
bringing any now facts to bear upon tho 
case, soi2os tho opportunity to malign tho 
actions of the local government. It is 
significant of tho spirit of that journal , 
that in this dispute, as usual, it disclaims 
all local sympathy for tho purpose of win- 
ning favor in higher circles at Ottawa. But 
tho Dominion government can get on 
without it feoblo aid. This matter will bo 
duly inquiroil into and settled judicially 
if necessary. The Dominion government 
claim the precious metals in the railway 
bolt, but they probably will not be able 
to substantiate their claims, while this 
government, on the other hand, claim 
very justly that tho royal metals were not 
included in the railway grant because 
not specially mentioned. It would be un- 
just to deprive us of tlussource of revenue, 
especially as the Dominion government is 
in no way ao well fitted to administer the 
affairs of that region as we aro. It has 
already been shown that their mining re 
atrictions aro such that minors havo no 
oncouragoment to settle in tho country, 
and the development of this chief resource 
of the upper country would be materially 
impeded should tho gold mines of that, 
region pass into the jurisdiction of the Do- 
minion.

Concerning Hi* Visit to 
Columbia. 



To ME DtRBOTORS:— I returned last 
month from Victona, Bntish Columbia, 
over the line of tho Canadian Pacitic Hall- 
way; and had an opportunity to examine 
every part of tho work remaining to be 
dune by tho Company on the mountain 
section. 

Wishing to give all the time possible to 
our own work, 1 did not examine in do- 
tail tho government work between Port 
Moody and Savonas Perry, and us to this, 
I can only report that it is proceeding 
rapidly, the track having reached, at the 
time of my viait, a point near Spence's 
Bridge, about 150 miles from Port 
Moody, and the grading from there being 
ao far advanced as to justify tho belief 
that the track will be laid to Savonas 
Kerry before many weeks. 

The completion of the track to Savonas 
Perry will be of tho greatest advantage to 
the Company's work, which commences 
at that point and is directly accessible 
from there by steamboats, on tho South 
Thompson river and the Shuswap Lakes, 
for a distance of one hundred and eight 
miles. 

Mr. S. P.. Reed, an engineer of many 
years' experience, and under whoso super- 
vision tho Union Pacilic Railroad was 
built, accompanied me across the moun- 
tains, from Savonas Kerry; and as I am 
able to submit his report herewith, 1 need 
md speak in detail of the engineering fea- 
tures of the line. Mr. Hood's large ex- 
perience in railroad location and const ruc- 
tion, both in the mountain and the prairie 
sections of the West, makes his report, 
especially valuable. From personal obser 
vatiou, I can vouch for the accuracy of 
his statements, and I am confident that 
the cost of the work remaining tu lie done 
will fall considerably below his estimates, 
which were intended to bo entirely safe. 
Indedd, the greater part of tho work for 
more than one hundred miles' eastward 
from Savonas Kerry has boon lot at prices 
below those upon which his estimates woro 
based, and tho coet of the large amount of 
work already done westward from tho 
summit of Rocky mountains is also within 
h is figures, 

Prom the favorable character of tho 
work and the progress already made, 1 
think there will bo no difheulty in com- 
pleting the mountain section within a year 
from this date, and for four million dol- 
lars less than tho ualiumtoa of mat win let'. 
Within tho same time the eastern section 
will also be completed, so that by Septem- 
ber next a through rail connection be- 
tween Montreal and the Pacific Coast will 
be established. There are no difficult en- 
gineering problems to be met; the work is 
simple, and the cost easily calculated. 

I am happy to state, as one result of 
my trip, that my doubts about the value 
of tho mountain section of the railway 
have been entirely removed. In addition 
to the agricultural possibilities of the 
many valleys of British Columbia and its 
great mineral wealth, its magnificent for- 
ests alone will furnish a largo and romun-

four miles west from the summit of the 
Rocky mountains, to tho Salmon Ann of 
the Shuswap Lakes, a distance of one 
hundred and fifty miles, the lino passes 
through a continuous bolt of gigantic 
trees, which increase in t-ize going west- 
ward until they reach their maximum in 
Eaglo Pass, where trees 8 and even '.) foot 
in diameter, measured sovon foot above 
the ground, aro common. Tho timber is 
mostly cedar, Douglas fir, hemlock, white 
pine, spruce and tamarac. Other varie- 
ties of more or less value also occur. All 
of the valleys near the lino of tho railway 
through tho Gold Range and the Selkirk 
mountains seem to be tilled with valuable 
timber, and I have no doubt that the sup- 
ply is practically inexhaustible. About 
the Pacilic terminus there are also great 
forests of gigantic trees, oven larger than 
those described, and the export trade in 
timber is already of considerable magni- 
tude. There are many other .sources of 
traffic and of wealth, the chief among 
them being tho coals and the fisheries. 
The coals are the most valuable on the 
Pacific Coast, and are largely mined for 
shipment to San Francisco and elsewhore. 
Tiie richness of the fisheries is almost be- 
yond bel icf. 

The magnificent, harbors of British 
Columbia, its exceptionally favorable situ- 
ation for commanding tho trade of the 
North Pacilic Coast, and of .Japan and 
China, its abundant natural resources and 
matchless climate, must surely bring a 
large and rapid increase in wealth and 
population immediately upon the comple- 
tion of the railway, 

Having now seen all nf the lino be- 
tween Winnipeg and the Pacific, and hav- 
ing studied the prairie suction with groat 
care, 1 feel justified in expressing my 
opinion in the strongest terms, that no 
mistake was made by the company in 
adopting the more direct, and southerly 
route instead of that by way of tho Yel- 
low Head Pass. The laud along I ho north 
ern route is undoubtedly good, but that 
along the constructed line is as good !H 
land can well lie, nnd the worst of it 
would he rated as first class in almost any 
other country . Reports about alkali dis- 
tricts and sandy stretches havo been cir 
ciliated by parties ignorant of the coun- 
try, These reports havo in some cases 
originated in malice, and iu uthul'8 from 
superficial observation. There is no more 
alkali in the hind mi tin; prairie section uf 
the line, than on any other prairie section 
of the same extent in North America. 
Theso is no more nf it in the prairie soil 
along the line than is required for the per- 
fect growth of cereals. There is not une 
mile of tho country where good water 
cannot bo obtained, and, as three years' 
experience leads mo to believe, where 
there is not sufficient rain fall for the 
growth of (be crops. There is a notable 
absence of sand between Brandon and 
the mountains. It occurs in very few 
places, and it so happens that nearly all 
of the sandy spots have been taken up by 
settlers. The yellow clay subsoil, ao com- 
mon west of Moosojaw, has doubtless 
been frequently mistaken for sand by 
parties looking at it from passing trains. 

I do not, hesitate to say that the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway has more good agri- 
cultural land, more coal and more timber 
between Winnipeg and the Pacific Coast 
than all of tho other Pacific railways com- 
bined, and that every part of the line, 
from Montreal to the Pacific, will }>i<!l- 

Since writing tho above, I have re- 
ceived the following telegram from Mr. 
Collingwood Sehreiher, chief engineer of 
government railways, who has just made 
a trip over the mountain section of the 
line: 

Colombia, B. 0., Sept. loth. 
"Reached hero this afternoon. Most 
satisfactory trip through the mountains.

EASTERN STATES. 

Washington, Oct. 3.— At the international 
prime meridian conference to-day Prof. 
Rutherford, one of tho representatives of 
the United States, presented a resolution 
that the conference adopt tho meridian of 
Greenwich prima meridian. This was dis- 
cussed at length favorably by tho English 
and American representatives; but was vig- 
orously opposed by the French representa- 
tives who held that it was not tho business 
of the conference to select a meridian, but 
merely to discuss one. Without reaching a 
conclusion tho discussion was adjourned 
until Monday. It is thought that unless 
the meridian of Greenwich is selected the 
conference will be unable to agree on any. 

NkW YmtK, Oct. U. -The friends of the 
missing Miss Sarah Carpenter havo a tele- 
gram from Queonstown announcing the 
arrival there of the steamer Bothnia. 
Tho dispatch states that a lady who gave 
tho name of Mrs. Blako was missed the 
second day out, and had no doubt 
drowned herself. Friends fear this is 
tho solution of tho mysterious disappear- 
ance of Miss Carpenter. 

Paouuaii, Ky. , Oct. 3.— Walch 
Fletcher, colored, was hanged hero to- 
day for the murder of a woman. He 
knelt on tho trap and prayed for every- 
body, especially gamblers and whisky 
drinkers.

London, Oct. li. — Tho Times 
anuria dispatch saya thai (ion. Uulauluv 
has been ordered by telegraph to bo buck 
iu London by the end of October. The 
command of troops in Egypt has boon as- 
sumed by Gen. Stephenson. 

The Times despatch from Tien Sing 
states that tho American minister, John 
Russell Young, has arrived thcro and 
acting under instructions from Washing 
ton, informed Li Hung Chang that the 
French government had roquostod medi- 
ation. Li Hung Chang asked the privi- 
lege of inspecting the telegram and was 
much surprised at tho contents which 
merely reiterated the Fronch demand or 
ultimatum of August last with tho addi 
tinnol statement that Cmiriyit wj.'U.Vl "'iu 
pliod scornfully saying: Franco entered 
Mm Rue peacefully, lint destroyed the 
arsenal and fleet. Tho demand of tho 
French for indemnity was monstrous. Th 
Tien Trin convention made every possible 
concession to France and why should shi 
seek more? Ho hinted that China i 
hotter prepared for war than formerly 
Lot Admiral Courbot attack our north de- 
fences and ho will find the task harder 
than at Foo Chow. Two months 
China was willing to consider and satisfy 
Franco. Now she is determined on war, 
Government and people alike aro prepared 
for it. Li Hung Chang asked minister 
Young if the smallest state in Europe 
would submit to like oppression; to which 
tho latter replied "no." Li Hung Chang 
said, "Then why should tho greatest in 
Asia/" In reply to a question from min- 
ister Young Li Rung Chang said that the 
action of tho French had nullified tho con- 
vention; but if France had fully paid her 
obligation China had done likewise. Min- 
ister Young applauded the viceroy's 
patriotism and explained to him that he 
was obliged to obey orders from his gov- 
ernment and present tho French demand. 

ICELAND. 
London;, Oct. 3. — Intelligence has just 
been received of a terrible disastrous hur- 
ricane at Iceland on 11th Sept. Accounts 
thus far received show that 19 trading 
vessels and (10 fishing boats wore lost, and 
1)2 vessels disabled. Tho most appaling 
feature of tho hurricane was tho loss of 
life. The exact number of those that 



lerished has not boon ascertained, but it is 
mown to bo very large. 



EGYPT. 

Lonipon, Oct. ;i. — Sir Evelyn Baring 
has sont a dispatch to the government that 
Cordon, after having bombarded Berber 
for somo time, oll'octed an entry into tho 
place and recaptured it. Tho rebels and 
hostile inhabitants fled when tho bom- 
bardment ceased. 

Caiko, Oct. ,'). — The recall of Gon. 
Wolseley is denied officially by tho au- 
thorities . 

Tho Khedive received a telegram in- 
forming him that Berber had been re- 
captured from the rebels, who, on their 
evacuation, succeeded in removing tho 
treasure. 

London, Oct. 3.— The fall of Berber will 
enable Col. Kotcbenor to reach Gordon 
from Dungola and ascertain his wishes re- 
garding the Nile expedition, and tho neces- 
sity of the expedition going to Khartoum. 
The conference may result in the abandon- 
ment of the Nile expedition. The Mudir 
sent a dispatch stating that a reliable mes- 
senger hail brought word to him 
saw Gordon with four steamers arnv 
Shondy Finding tho place deserted Gor- 
don nailed to trees a proclamation offering 
to pardon the people. After attaching his 
proclamation to the trees, Gordon started 
for Berber. On (lie day after bin arrival 
bis men placed two steamers in the middle 
of tho river and opened a bombardment on 
the town. The bombardment lasted until 
late in tho afternoon. Gordon afterwards 
proceedod in the direction of Dijolitzen 
where he thoroughly chastised the inhabit- 
ants.

MEXICO. 
Galveston, Oct. 3 — A Laredo special 
gives particulars of a bloody atfrjy to-day 
at tho town of Salinas on tho Mexican 
National railway, Jono M. Santos, 
judge or alcado of tho town, becoming 
obnoxious to the people, by reason of 
many arbitrary acts, tho citi zona gathered 
a great crowd this morning and attacked 
the municipal hull whore Santos was hold- 
ing court. The police defended the al- 
cado. A sharp fijht ensued 'Tho 
mob ovorpowered tho authorities, 
entered tho municipal buildings 
and seized and murdered Judge Santos 
and tho chiof of police. Over twenty 
wore killed and many baity wounded. It 
is believed tho mob was led by tho celo- 
rtrat.ml outlaw. El Ooyntfl (tlio wolf), who 
escaped from jail a few days since. Aloado 
Santo caused the arrest of El Coyoto for 
participating in a train robbory years agu.

Ifjnot altogeth- 
er a sincere belief with chinamen, it is 
at least a highly convenient argument, 
and much usied by them, that, we are 
largely responsible for the prevalence 
of the habit; and not, only the olli- 
cials and literati, but not a few foreign- 
ers even, have done their best to foster 
the idea. True or not true, the charge 
is one difficult to meet, so long as the 
that he j government preserves its present atti- 
tude with regard to Indian opium. It 
can hardily be called a creditable source 
of revenue, From the practical, practi- 
cal, financial, as apart from the moral 
or sentimental aspect, it is advisable 
to examine the question, and seek some 
means of replacing it. If no such steps 
be taken, government will havo lost 
the opportunity of carrying a measure 
of progress, an- act of self respect, as 
well us expediency — for the transport 
of Indian opium into China is doomed."

THE ASCENT OF MOUNT 
BAKER. 

Mr. E. T. Coleman Establishes 
His Claim. 

21 Lady Somerset uoai>, Hioh- 
oatk road, London - , Eng., 

13th Sept., 1884. 
To the Editor: — In your issue of tho 
19th ult., Mr. Valentine V. Lowe, 
describing his ascent of Mount Baker, 
alludes to tho ascent which I participated 
in, in company with Mr. Tonnent of 
Whatcom county, W. T., in Auguat, 
1808, and which we claim to have been 
tho first. Mr. Lowe says that "many 
think this trip to havo been a fraud," and, 
further, "it is not known that any other 
trip was successfully made until that of 
our party," which I emphatically deny; 
and in your issue of the 20 it ult. you 
state, "of this former ascent of ilio moun- 
tain there is some doubt." lint Mr. Lowe 
dona not give the names uf two others 
who wore associated with me, and arc 
crodiblo witnesses. These were: 1. Mr. 
Thomas Stratton, who was at that time 
inspector of customs at Port Townsend. 
2. Mr. David Ogilvie, a well known citi- 
zen of Victoria. Mr. Tonnont subse- 
quently bocamo tho Hon. John Tonnent, 
member of tho legislative assembly for 
Washington Territory. This makes four 
witnesses. 

Ou my return from Mount Baker, 
touching at Port Townsend, I was intro- 
duced to Mr. Wilson, the collector of cus- 
toms for tho Puget Sound district, lie 
was quite satisfied with Mr. Strattou's 
account of the ascent, as well as my own, 
and as a mark of his consideration, au- 
thorized Capt. Scammori, U. S. N., of the 
revenue cutter Joe. Lane, to give mo a 
passage to Victoria, an honor of which I 
was deeply sensible. 

To sum up, i In- evidence of four credi- 
ble witnesses is, I venture to say, quite as 
good as, and would, 1 supji se, be received 
in a court of law, in pi. t'erence to tho 
mere hearsay statement of one who has 
an interest in canting doubts on tho ascent, 
« > f myself and companions. T think, too, 
that my personal character, and reputa- 
tion fur uprightness, gained during a 
period of seven years at Victoria, ought 
to stand for something. Any one who 
will tako the trouble to read my narration 
of our ascent in Harper's Magazine for 
November, 181!',), will at once see, from 
tho accurate and dotailod description of 
tho route wo .took, fortified as it is by- 
illustrations from my pencil of the prin- 
cipal points of view on the mountain, and 
generally from tho internal evidence of 
tho article that it could not have been a 
made- up production; but that it bears on 
its face tho impress of truth.

Mr. Gisborne will pro- 
coed into tho Straits on Monday, in the 
government steamer Sir James Douglas, 
to tako soundings and select the oxact 
spots for landing the cable. 

The advantage of having an alternate 
lino for dependence in case of disaster to 
the present moans of communication is 
apparent. The rates agreed upon aro en- 
tirely satisfactory. The cost of an East- 
ern measago via New Westminster is at 
present §1-50; when sent via Puget Sound 
it will be §1.(15. But in tho case of mes 
sages sent to or from Puget Sound, where 
§1.G5 is riow chargod, tho rate will be 
only 75 cents. From Neah Bay or Flat- 
tery the chargo will bo only 81, so that 
consignees of ships or owners of tow-boats 
will havo early information of tho ap- 
proach of vessels bound to British Colum- 
bia ports. Tho public will bo more than 
pleased to learn that all complications 
have been smoothed away, and that tho 
telegraphic communications of the coun- 
try are about to bo placed on a footing of 
efficiency. Mr. Gisborne attended the 
recont electrical congress at Philadelphia, 
whore ho was ono of tho executive board 
of managers.

From accounts received permit mo to 
give you a little further information re- 
specting recent occurrences at Metla- 
kahtla. On hearing that a survey was 
about to bo made tho villagers assembled 
and caused a letter to bo written to ask 
tho surveyor by whose orders he was act- 
ing. That gentleman courteously replied, 
also by letter, that ho was acting under 
the orders of the surveyor-general, but 
that finding it the intention of tho In- 
dians to prevent tho survey he should not 
go on with it. Tho Indians wore natural- 
ly very much hurt at the attempt to sur- 
vey their lands, and resolved to change 
their plan of action. Some days pre- 
viously — the 18th ult. — thoy had written 
a letter to be presented to tho magistrate 
on his arrival asking him to carry out tho 
law relating to churches in Indian settle- 
ments, and giving him to understand that 
if ho had authority to doal with the 
matter thoy would leave it in his hands. 
Now, however, they resolved to assert 
their rights. They notified tho agents of 
tin; church missionary society that thoy 
had taken and intended to hold possession 
of tho school house which thoy (the 
agents) had been using as a rival church. 
They had dune this, thoy said, bocatiae 
by the recent "attempt to surreptitiously 
survoy their property" they wero con- 
vinced that their protest, now in tho 
hands of the government, rolativo to tho 
occupation of their lands, was ignored, 
and they felt it incumbent on them to as- 
sert and defend their rights. It is clear 
that tho Metlakahtlans regarded this sur- 
vey as a preliminary step on the part of 
the government to conveying two acres 
at Mission Point to the society. Now, 
sir, while .sincerely hoping that this is not 
the case, it may lie well to ask what title 
have we ourselves to Uiobo lands? Is it 
by treaty, by purchase, or hy conquest, 
that we havo acquired iff Tho Indians 
havo possessed those lands from time im- 
memorial; they regard them as thoir own; 
and, I believe, thov would die rather than 
bo robbed of thoir heritage. What right 
have wo lo make away with them? But 
evon if wo have a ttno it is only in trust 
for tho benefit of tho Indians that we 
havo it. But is it for thoir benefit to 
give away their land to religious teachers 
whom thoy do not want? There would, 1 
apprehend, be no question horo but for 
tho entering into it of the Churc.li of Eng- 
land, a name which is often potent to 
covor a multitude of sins. But, sir, there 
is no Church of England in this province 
except as a religious sect. Ecclesiastics 
may corns out from England with torri- 
torial titles, but the law knows them only 
as religious teachers with no Bhadow of 
authority but what private persons give 
them, and no inch of territory but what 
they bog or otherwise acquire. Then 
when thoy got enough pe jpln to support 
them they can become a church, as any 
other sect, but mil tho Church of Eng- 
land. But tho religious teachers which 
camo to Metlakahtla never evon formed a 
church or a sect. Tho society whioh sent 
them was not a church. Tho Church of 
England never sent out a missionary. 
Tho messengers of this society of privato 
persons came first lovingly to the Motla- 
by them long before there were Indian 
acts or commissioners for the protection 
of the natives. There came a time when 
tho religions messengers at Metlakahtla 
suddenly ai.d arbitrarily changed their 
plan of work; the socioty sent now agonta 
and sought to force on thoir hitherto 
grateful disciples a new regime. Thoy 
themselves ruptured the former relations. 
The old understanding became null and 
void. Having in vain endeavored to 
bring back the society to tho old ways, 
ihoy gave them their dismissal. They mot 
in solemn assembly and unanimously re- 
jected the society and its agents as their 
teachers from thenceforth. According to 
all law and rights tho agents should have 
then departed. Thoir continued presence 
at Metlakahtla is a menace, a provocation, 
and an outrage. Metlakahtla novor bo- 
camo Church of England even as a seot, 
It accepted certain ministrations, but 
governed itself by its own elders from tho 
first, oven as now. What, then, are wo 
going to do! Are wo going to give away 
tho land of this industrious race simply 
because we are the stronger? For of 
courso.if we do this and send admirals and 
fleets to enforce our will wo shall, humanly 
speaking, beat the poor Hovas in tho end, 
but at what a cost/ Who can contemplate 
it without horror or become accomplices 
in it without remorse? Are we in tho 
middle ages that wo aro to be drawn into 
a religious war to prop up an ecclesiastic's 
love of power? Do not suppose, sir, that 
I am pointing at tho remotest thought of 
rebellion in the minds of tho Metlakaht- 
lans. A more industrious, peaceful, loyal 
community does not exist in all Her 
Majesty's dominions. They havo given 
too many hostages to fortuno to tempt 
hazards. From long experience of jiiBt 
administration of .the law on thoir own 
parts they have imbibed great reverence 
for tho law. Staggering as havo been tho 
acts of Commissioners and governments 
in sending them ships of war and all sorts 
of troubles, fhoy are able to distinguish 
between such acts, and tho law itself, 
But unhappy will be tho day when thoy 
shall learn that English law can bo made 
to sanction robbery — "robbery for burnt- 
otfering," too. It is the worst kind of 
expediency to commit wrong in any case, 
but especially in a case like this. Tho 
tribes all around aro watching this matter. 
Some of them aro smarting under similar 
wrongs. A little spark may kindle tho 
Uames, but it may tako much water to 
quench it. Why should a handful of self- 
seeking ecclesiastics involve a whole com- 
munity in trouble, expense, and blood 
guiltiness/ For this business, sir, moans 
blood, and when it comes it will stain tho 
bureau of office as well as tho priestly 
robe. Lot our government bo loss offi- 
cials than men ill this matter. Lot them 
request the society to go from Metla- 
kahtla with all that belongs to them. 
Such things as thoy cannot tako the Met- 
lakahtlans will repay. I answer for it.

It is a fact worthy of being chronicled 
that Victoria is constantly and substan- 
tially advancing. Where there were but 
fow business blocks of an imposing charac- 
ter two years ago. they are now to be 
counted by tho dozen, and others are be- 
ing erected that will still further givo the 
city an appearance of solidity. While 
various points on tho mainland havo been 
"boomed," and extravagant prices paid 
for lots that even in the event of a large 
town being built would not be worth half 
tho amount invested in order to make 
them eligiblo, Victoria has been quietly 
and surely progiossing, and ovory week 
has witnessed something addod to its real 
estato wcaltinin the erection of palatial 
residences or modest cottages. This has 
all been dono without any great llourish if 
trumpets such as the erection of a shod or 
cabin called forth in these embryo oitie.°, 
about which, outside of interested specu- 
lators, fow people knew of thoir oxact 
location. Tho fact is, should thero occur 
any degree of advancement in any of those 
now towns, Victoria will at tho same time 
havo advancod in a much greater degree, 
for prosperity in any portion of the pro- 
vince nieaii3 an increase in tho progress of 
Victoria. Wo often hear the prediction 
made of late about tho city that is to 
grow up in this province to rival San Fran- 
cisco. There is littlo doubt that a Cana- 
dian city will flourish in the province in 
the futuro, but if tho individuals who make 
this assertion will calmly pondor the 
question ovor, thoy must come to one con 
elusion, and that is that the metropolis of 
British Columbia will be Victoria. It is 
now the commercial contro, while othor 
places for which such a distinction has 
boon prophesied by many a wisoacro, 
have barely an existence outside of the 
mops whereon they are shown. There are 
men of capital now in Victoria who aro 
awaiting a chance to make a sure invest- 
ment and what placo in British Columbia 
has more certain prospects of coming 
greatness than Victoria? Tho indications 
in every quarter are tlioso of progress and 
augmenting wealth. The Island road is 
under way; tho dry (lock is to be booh 
completed; our harbor facilities aro being 
added to; our shipping is surely increas- 
ing; the city is throwing its arms out 
to all points of the compass, and land that 
hithorto was a positive loss to its ownors 
is now built upon and rendered valuable. 
Wonderful changes huve been accomplish- 
ed and will bo added to, and thoro is no 
place in the Pacific northwest to day that 
should command the attention of capital- 
ists to such a degree as this Premier City 
of British Columbia.

Johnny Mackintrovor is a chubby 
little fellow of seven years, who lives 
with his parents at No. iHA Heater 
Street, New York.

The; factory has a Hat roof, which on 
Sundays is a resort for the people of 
the neighboring houses, being eaisly 
accessible by a ladder from their own 
roof.*-- Sunday morning, about nine 
o'clock, Johnny Mackintrover was Hy- 
ing a kite on the roof of the factory 
Beginning at one end of the long build, 
ing he ran with -..his kite the entire 
length. Most of the way he ran back- 
ward, pulling the kite after him. So 
obsorbed was lie that he ran too f ir, 
and striking his heels on the low guurd 
that bounds the roof ho fell over the 
edgo on the Elizabeth Street side, turn 
ing over, and over in the air as he fell. 
Luckily for Johnny the telegraph 
wires til this point are very high above 
the street, and the boy, after falling 
about ten feet, by a good f irtune that 
■was hardly less than a miracle , caught 
one of the lower wires in his hands and 
huug there, about fifty feet abo.ve the 
ground. There was no other wire with- 
in' his- reach. A few persons had seen 
the little follow fail, and in a moment 
a crosvd had gathered. Unable to rend- 
er the. slightest assistance tho people 
stood paralyzed with horror, gazing up 
at the boy dangling between heaven 
and earth. Not a cry escaped the lad's 
lips. "Hold on tight and I'll save you!" 
cried Frank Newman, a youth of eight- 
teen years, who lives in the same house 
with Johnny'. He had been lying on 
the top of the house, and, attracted by 
the noise, he ran to the edge of the roof. 
Young Neuinan took in the situation 
at a glance, noting that Johnny bung 
nearly opposite the (ire escape. But the 
fire escape extended only to the fifth 
Btory and not to the roof. Without los 
ing a moment Neuuian clambered over 
tho edge of the roof, and, supporting 
himself by his fingers on the narrow- 
line of brick outside the guard, hung 
directly over the fire escape.

Jamaica Annexation. 

Ottawa, Sept. IS. — It seems that 
Dominion Ministers do not after all 
view favourably the proposal to annex 
Jamaica. The Government organ this 
morning announced that the Privy 
Council, while feeling pleased at the 
eompliment thus paid to Canada, has 
decided in view of the relations of the 
Dominion to the Empire that no pro- 
posal could be entertained until a dis- 
tinct statement should be made by the 
Imperial Goverraent, setting forth its 
views on the question. This simply 
means that Sir Chas.

KEELY'S LITTLE WOIVDEK. 

Itlijility power Obtained. From 
Six l>io|>«. of Water and a 
Pint ol Air. 

— 

Philadelphia, Sept. 23.— John W. 
Keely, the inventor of the Keely motor, 
who has denied himself to all inter- 
viewer for four years, lias explained at 
length tho wonderful) experiments 
with his now motor gun which were 
made at Sandy Hook, Saturday, at the 
expense of the Government. "Strip- 
ping the process of all technical terms," 
said the inventor, "the motor gun is 
simply this: 1 take water and air, two 
mediums of different specific gravity, 
and produce from them by generation 
an effect under vibration that liberates 
from the air and water an inter atomic 
ether. The energy of this ether is 
boundless, and can hardly be Compre- 
hended, The specific gravity of the 
other is about four times lighter than 
that of hydrogen guns, the lightest gas 
so far discovered. The gun I used at 
Sandy Hook was a br ech loading rifle, 
weighing 500 pounds. I t was specially 
constructed for me. It was tour feet 
long and had a four inch bore. Wednes- 
day last 1 charged my tube, a live-gal- 
lon reservoir of wrought iron, one and 
a half inches thick, with 

ETTIHKIO VAPOUR. 

Then I boxed it up, and did not even 
test it, so certain was I of its power, 
h'or three hours before the experiments 
it remained untouched in my shop. 
The process of charging it consumed 
less than four seconds of time. You 
could not guess how much material 
was used in making the vapour," and 
the inventor smiled. "To project twenty 
leaden bullets, each weighing nearly 
five ounces, at a velocity of over f>00 
feet a second, there were required six 
drops of water and about of air. From 
this combination 1 derived sufficient 
force to fire 250 bullets of like weight 
as those used. And the most curious 
thing about it all is that 1 found at the 
end of my experiments that I had in- 
creased tho power in my tube, instead 
of diminishing it. Just as a race horse 
needs to be wanned up before ho can 
do himself justice, tin; initial velocity 
of the last bullet was more than that 
of the first one. 1 can Lake that same 
tube and operate it another day." 

IXTKR-ATOMIC POWER 

"Have you ever estimated the pow- 
er of your inter-atomic ether?" was ask- 
ed. 

"I have produced frequently," was 
the answer, "a pressure of 10,000 
pounds to tho square inch in a quarter 
of a second. The process, in reality, is 
instantaneous. I have succeeded in 
making a vacuum of thirty one pounds 
pressure. The steel coil attached to 
the gun increases the intensity of the 
vibrations fifteen fold. After the ether 
is introduced into tho weapon, behind 
the projectile, the vibrations liberate 
it, it expands, and tho bullet is propel- 
led out with great force-four times as 
powdicr. 1 fiaY'e succeeded Wgcnorating 
a pressure of 5G,000 pounds to the inch; 
and I have torn a Shaw gage to pieces 
under the immense pressure. 1 have 
propelled a lead bullet through a four- 
inch plank of wood. In this instance, 
after passing througn, it flattened it- 
self out the size of a plate. 

Ah A Hoc ting Incident, 

Paris Hter to the Philadelphia Tele- 
graph: An American lady who was 
preseut at the recent competition of tho 
opera class at the Conservatoire, told 
me of a touching little scene that took 
place on that occasion. Amongst the 
competitors for a prize was a young 
man called Desmets, who possesses a 
fine basso voice and a considerable de- 
gree of dramatic talent; lie is moreover, 
a tall, stalwart, (inelooking fellow, and 
will produce a good effect upon the 
boards.

"Call M. Desmets," said the president, 
Ambroia 'Thomas, in that, full clear 
voice that he preserves unbroken des- 
pite his advanced age. Al. Desmets 
entered, pale and agitated. "M. Des- 
mets, the jury has awarded to you a 
first prize. " Then it would have been 
comical had it not been so very- touch- 
ing — the great, strong fellow actually 
broke down and burst out crying, 
covering his face with his bands like a 
chidden child. He is very poor, 1 
have heard — very, very poor. One had 
only to look at the shabby suit, neat 
and well preserved it is true, but still 
of the cheapest material, that he was 
forced to wear on so public and 
momentous an occasion, to have full 
proof of that fact. And this first, prize 
inaent much to him, more even than 
perhaps he imagined at the moment, 
for he has since been engaged at the 
Grand Opera and will make his debut 
as Mephistopheles early in the autumn.
